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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  1  \ 

Council  representatives  make 
their  point  on  VAT  to 
Department  officials 


The  adverse  effect  that  value  added  tax  is 
having  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Republic  was  strongly  impressed  upon 
senior  officials  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  by  a  deputation  from  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland. 

The  president  (Mr  R.  J.  Semple),  report- 
ing on  the  action  taken  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  held  on  February  12,  described 
the  exchange  as  "useful".  The  deputation 
did  not  touch  on  commercial  matters,  but 
detailed  the  manner  in  which  the  profes- 
sional activities  of  pharmacists  were  harm- 
fully affected  by  the  operation  of  VAT  in 
their  pharmacies.  The  Council  members 
had  been  given  a  courteous  reception  and 
received  an  undertaking  that  all  the  points 
they  had  raised  would  be  reported  direct 
to  the  Minister.  It  was  also  arranged  that 
if  the  Department  or  the  Revenue  Com- 
missioners required  elaboration  on  any 
aspect  the  Society  would  be  willing  to 
supply  it. 

No  comment  on  outcome 

The  president  pointed  out  that  no 
change  in  policy  could  be  implemented 
until  a  new  Finance  Bill  was  introduced 
and  approved  by  the  Dail.  The  officials 
they  met,  understandably,  made  no  com- 
ment on  the  likely  outcome  of  their  repre- 
sentations, but  he  was  satisfied  that  the 
pharmacists'  case  had  been  presented  as 
forcefully  and  fully  as  possible. 

Mr  A.  J.  Quirke  said  that  some  pharma- 
cists had  been  making  unauthorised  state- 
ments to  the  public  Press  on  pharmaceu- 
tical affairs,  who  were  not  spokesmen  for 
either  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  The  impression 
was  often  conveyed  that  they  were  speak- 
ing for  the  profession  as  a  whole.  He  ap- 
pealed to  pharmacists  not  to  make  indivi- 
dual comments  to  Press  representatives. 
Should  they  feel  strongly  about  any  issue 
they  should  convey  their  views,  preferably 
in  writing,  to  the  official  bodies  directly 
concerned.  He  realised  that  pharmacists 
had  the  best  intentions  in  making  these 
statements,  but  often  a  wrong  impression 
was  created  that  they  were  speaking  with 
authority.  Such  unofficial  statements  could 
in  fact  be  damaging. 

Council  re-nominated  Mr  Sean  Hillery 
MPSI  as  the  Society's  representative  on 
the  National  Health  Council  for  the  period 
April  1,  1974,  to  March  31,  1976.  The 
functions  of  the  Council  are  to  advise  the 
Minister  for  Health  on  such  general  mat- 
ters affecting,  or  incidental,  to  the  health 
of  the  people  as  might  be  referred  to  them, 
other  than  employment  of  officers,  grants, 
etc.  Members  must  be  persons  having 
practical  experience,  or  special  knowledge, 


of  the  matters  on  which  they  give  advice 
or  assistance. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  notified 
the  Council  that  the  Minister,  Mr  Mark 
Clinton,  TD,  has  made  a  regulation  which 
will  prohibit,  except  through  or  on  the 
prescription  of  a  registered  veterinary 
surgeon,  or  under  licence,  the  sale  of 
chloramphenicol  or  any  substance  contain- 
ing chloramphenicol,  for  administration  to 
animals.  The  regulation  will  come  into 
operation  on  July  1,  1974. 

The  president  said  that  this  regulation  had 
been  expected  for  some  time  and  was  in 
line  with  recommendations  made  by  the 
Council  some  three  or  four  years  ago,  in 
which  pharmacists  were  asked  not  to  sup- 
ply chloramphenicol  except  on  prescrip- 
tion. Veterinary  surgeons  were  asked  not  to 
order  the  drug  except  in  circumstances 
where  no  other  treatment  was  indicated. 

On  Mr  Power's  suggestion,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Society  should  make  representa- 
tions to  the  Minister  permitting  the  use  of 
sprays  or  tinctures  containing  chloram- 
phenicol for  use  against  foot  rot  in  sheep. 

Mr  H.  P.  Corrigan  referred  to  the  pub- 
lished report  of  the  January  Council  meet- 
ting  concerning  possible  family  planning 
legislation.  In  the  report  he  was  quoted  as 
faying  that  pharmacists  would  retain  the 
right  to  decide  whether,  or  not,  they  would 
provide  such  a  service.  What  he  meant  to 
convey  was  that  individual  pharmacists 
would  have  the  choice  of  deciding  whether, 
or  not,  they  would  give  this  service. 

FIP  meeting 

The  registrar,  Mr  James  G.  Coleman, 
announced  that  the  provisional  programme 
for  the  FIP  general  assembly,  to  be  held 
in  Rome  from  September  1-8,  had  been 
received.  The  president  said  the  event  was 
of  particular  importance  because  the  35th 
International  Congress  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences  was  to  be  held  in  Dublin  in  1975. 

It  was  decided  that  Mr  J.  P.  O'Donnell, 
M.P.S.I.  would  represent  Ireland  at  the 
FIP  council  meeting  to  be  held  in  Rome 
on  August  31,  1974,  and  that  the  Society 
be  represented  at  the  session  of  the 
general  assembly  by  Mr  O'Donnell,  Dr 
W.  E.  Boles,  and  Professor  R.  F.  Timoney. 
Mr  Cahill  pointed  out  that  every  pharma- 
cist was  entitled  to  participate  in  the  Con- 
gress and  to  attend  the  general  assembly. 
Anyone  interested  in  obtaining  particulars 
could  contact  the  registrar's  office. 

The  Pharmaceutical,  Chemical  and 
Allied  Industries  Association  wrote  giv- 
ing details  of  the  GIIP  Veterinary  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Dublin  from  March 
19-21. 

Mr  R.  J.  Power  was  appointed  to  repre- 
sent  the   Council   and   pharmacists  who 


wished  to  participate  should  contact  Mr 
J.  Dover  at  13  Fitzwilliam  Square,  Dublin 
2.  Mr  T.  Miller  indicated  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  would  also  be  represented. 

Mr  M.  F.  Walsh  expressed  thanks  to 
all  those  who  had  responded  to  his  recent 
questionnaire  on  private  prescriptions, 
which  had  been  distributed  to  selected 
pharmacies.  Mr  Walsh  added  that  he 
would  be  grateful  if  those  who  had  re- 
ceived forms  and  had  not  returned  them 
would  do  so  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr  Power  reported  on  a  meeting  of  the 
pharmacy  group  of  EEC  held  in  Brussels 
on  January  28.  While  in  Brussels  the  Irish 
delegates  had  taken  the  opportunity  of 
meeting  Dr  P.  Hillery,  EEC  Commissioner 
on  Social  Affairs,  and  had  discussed  with 
him  some  problems  of  Irish  pharmacists 
in  relation  to  EEC  membership. 

The  EEC  Committee,  Mr  Power  men- 
tioned, had  subsequently  arranged  a  meet- 
ing with  Mr  R.  Barry  TD,  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Minister  for  Health,  for 
an  exchange  of  views  on  EEC  issues.  It 
was  hoped  that  this  meeting  would  take 
place  in  the  course  of  the  following  week. 

GMS  scheme  terms 

Dr  Boles  reported  that  he  had  received 
a  number  of  inquiries  from  pharmacists 
about  the  commencement  of  negotiations 
with  the  Department  of  Health  to  review 
the  terms  on  which  pharmacists  participate 
in  the  GMS  scheme.  A  preliminary  meet- 
ing had  been  held  but  negotiations  proper 
could  not  start  for  a  week  or  two  until 
certain  official  figures  relating  to  the 
scheme  became  available. 

Mr  Miller  said  that  October  1973  was 
considered  to  be  the  relevant  date  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  review  negotiations. 
The  Department  contended  that  the  six 
months  April  to  October  1972  was  an  ex- 
perimental test  period  in  the  Eastern 
region  only,  and  that  the  full  scheme  came 
into  operation  in  October  1972. 

Mr  Walsh  asked  that  Council  should 
reiterate  the  advice  given  by  the  National 
Drugs  Advisory  Board  on  the  supply  of 
digoxin.  The  president  said  that  pharma- 
cists were  asked  to  ensure  that  where  a 
patient  was  stabilised  on  a  particular  brand 
of  digoxin,  treatment  should  be  continued 
with  that  same  brand.  Variations  in  bio- 
logical availability  of  different  brands  of 
digoxin  had  been  noted,  and  it  was  in  the 
interest  of  the  patient  that  those  details 
should  be  noted  on  prescriptions  and  the 
particular  brand  of  digoxin  formerly  used 
dirpensed. 

Dr  Boles  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Consultative  Council  on  Irish  Medical 
Practice  which  had  been  published  re- 
cently. Summaries  which  appeared  in  the 
public  Press  suggested  that  the  report 
criticised  certain  aspects  of  pharmaceu- 
tical services  and  particularly  the  cost  of 
prescriptions.  He  thought  that  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  should  study  the 
report  to  see  what  action  might  be  taken. 
Mr  Power  commented  it  was  strange  that 
a  body  investigating  medical  services 
should  criticise  pharmacists,  especially 
when  no  pharmaceutical  body,  or  associa- 
tion, had  been  invited  to  give  evidence. 
Dr  Bole's  proposal  that  a  Council  com- 
mittee should  study  the  report  was 
adopted.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  re- 
cently instituted  proceedings  against  a 
pharmaceutical  assistant,  for  conducting 
and  managing  a  pharmacy  at  Woodford, 
co  Galway.  Two  summonses  were  brought 
against  the  defendant:  under  section  30 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875:  one  for  keep- 
ing open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  the 
other  for  keeping  open  shop  for  dispensing 
medical  prescriptions. 

The  case  was  heard  on  February  6  at 
Ballinasloe  before  District  Justice  O'Con- 
nell.  The  defendant  was  represented  by 
Mr  E.  Stewart,  BL,  instructed  by  Mr  C. 
Forde,  solicitor;  the  Society  was  represen- 
ted by  Mr  John  A.  Gaynor,  solicitor. 

It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  de- 
fence that  the  defendant  was  an  assistant 
to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  therefore 
entitled  to  keep  open  shop  for  dispensing 
prescriptions  and  retailing  poisons  in  the 
temporary  absence  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  Five  witnesses  were  called  for  the 
prosecution  to  show  that  the  pharmaceu- 
tical assistant,  and  not  the  pharmacist  em- 
ployed, was  in  fact  conducting  the  phar- 
macy and  the  evidence  was  gone  into  in

detail.  Before  the  Justice  could  give  his 
decision,  Mr  Stewart  submitted  that  the 
summonses  had  been  brought  under  an 
Act  that  had  been  repealed  by  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1962.  He  produced  to  the  Court 
the  Index  of  Statutes  showing  that  section 
30  of  the  1875  Act  had  been  repealed. 

Mr  Gaynor  informed  the  Court  that 
section  30  of  the  1875  Pharmacy  Act  had 
not  yet  been  repealed  because  section  2 
of  the  1962  Act  had  not  been  brought  into 
operation,  and  submitted  that  if  counsel's 
argument  was  to  be  sustained  he  should 
produce  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1962  and  the 
Commtncemerit  Order  to  support  his  con- 
tention. 

The  Justice  stated  that  he  had  given  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  to  the  prosecution  on 
some  points  and  now  proposed  to  give 
the  defence  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  in 
the  absence  of  documentary  evidence  that 
section  30  was  still  in  force.  He  awarded 
the  defendant  £15-75  costs  and  £12-60 
counsel's  fee.  Recognisances  were  fixed  in 
the  event  of  an  appeal  within  seven  days. 

For  technical  reasons,  the  Society  did 
not  appeal. 


Dangerous  Drugs: 
Council  reminder 
to  pharmacists 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  wish  to  remind  phar- 
macists of  the  necessity  for  strict  obser- 
vance of  the  provisions  of  the  1934 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations. 
Special  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
overlook  the  drugs  included  in  the 
Order  of  the  Minister  for  Health  dated 
August  1,  1969. 

All  drugs  and  preparations  to  which 
the  Act  applies  must  be  stored  in  a 
locked  receptacle,  which  may  be 
opened  only  by  an  authorised  person, 
namely,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  a 
dispensing  chemist  and  druggist,  a 
licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries  Hall,  a 
registered  druggist  or  by  a  registered 
assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in 
the  temporary  absence  of  the  pharma- 
cist. 

Dangerous  drugs  obtained  or  sup- 
plied must  be  recorded  in  the  appro- 
priate part  of  a  dangerous  drugs  regis- 
ter, on  the  day  of  the  transaction,  or  at 
latest  the  following  day.  The  register 
must  be  a  bound  book  and  entries 
should  be  made  in  ink  and  in  chrono- 
logical order. 

A  transaction  involving  the  supply 
of  a  dangerous  drug  should  be  entered 
also  in  a  separate  book  either: 

(a)  A  prescription  book  in  the  case  of 
legal  prescriptions,  or 

(b)  A  poisons  register  in  the  case  of  sup- 
ply to  an  authorised  person  of  dan- 
gerous drugs,  which  are  also  Part  I 
poisons. 

All  registers,  records,  books,  pre- 
scriptions and  other  documents  relating 
to  these  regulations  should  be  pre- 
served : 

(a)  In  the  case  of  registers,  books  and 
other  like  records,  for  a  period  of  two 
years  from  the  date  of  the  last  entry, 
or 

(b)  In  the  case  of  other  documents,  for 
a  period  of  two  years  from  the  date  on 
which  they  were  issued,  or  made. 

Stocks  of  dangerous  drugs,  as  well  as 
registers,  books,  prescriptions  and  other 
documents  kept  in  relation  to  trans- 
actions involving  dangerous  drugs  must  I 
be  kept  on  the  premises  to  which  they  I 
relate,  and  must  be  made  available  for 
inspection  by  authorised  inspectors.  It 
is  an  offence  to  impede,  or  obstruct  an 
authorised  inspector  in  the  course  of 
his  duties.  Concealing,  or  failing  to  pro- 
duce stocks,  records  or  prescriptions  is 
also  an  offence. 

Pharmacists  may  be  held  liable  for 
dispensing  forged  prescriptions  for 
dangerous  drugs.  For  this  reason  phar- 
macists should  take  all  reasonable 
steps  to  ensure  that  such  prescriptions 
are  genuine.

Hidden  depths 

The  list  of  motions  due  to  come  before  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Branch  Representatives 
meeting  is  always  a  curious  document.  In  it  are  to  be 
found  not  only  the  major  problems  confronting  the 
profession,  but  a  distillation  of  those  facets  of 
practice  that  "niggle"  someone,  somewhere  (the 
concern  of  Enfield  Branch  in  1972  for  the  fate  of 
animal  and  plant  species  nearing  extinction  might  be 
taken  as  an  illustration). 

But  the  necessary  practice  of  deriving  "concensus" 
motions  to  ensure  that  the  representatives  get  through 
their  business  may,  perhaps,  hide  something  of  the 
picture.  For  example,  medicines  testing  under  the  NHS 
has  caused  concern  at  many  meetings  and 
Chesterfield  Branch  now  wish  to  test  the  strength  of 
feeling  by  proposing  that  contractors  might  withdraw 
from  the  present  scheme  until  all  dispensing  practices 
are  subject  to  it. 

But  after  last  year's  resolution,  which  called  for  a 
new  scheme,  the  Council  reaffirmed  its  acceptance  of 
the  need  for  testing  and  the  recommendation  to  the 
Health  Departments  that  the  present  scheme  be 
incorporated  in  the  Medicines  Act  arrangements.  Did 
this  silence  the  critics — or  were  there  other  branches 
besides  Chesterfield  with  testing  scheme  motions? 
Have  they  pooled  their  resources  to  ensure  that  their 
topic  gains  a  hearing  ? 

The  Chesterfield  motion  is  one  of  several  which 
demonstrate  a  continuing  feeling  among  the  branches 
that  the  professional  body  should  push,  or  lead,  the 
contractors'  negotiating  body  on  certain  matters. 
Private  patients  and  NHS  prescriptions,  remuneration 
for  a  24-hour  "on  call"  service,  and  doctors'  telephone 
numbers  on  NHS  scripts  are  all  high  on  the 
representatives'  agenda. 

The  EEC  continues  to  provoke  discussion,  and  it  is 
noticeable  that  the  motions  have  been  placed 
immediately  before  those  calling  for  more  notice  to  be 
taken  in  Council  of  employees'  views.  On  the 
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principle  that  attack  is  the  best  form  of  defence, 
Sheffield  Branch  hopes  that  Europe  can  be  convinced 
that  British  pharmacy  has  proved  to  be  "consistently 
beneficial  to  the  people  of  this  country".  Just  how 
united  the  meeting  will  be  on  which  characteristics 
are  the  beneficial  ones  remains  to  be  seen  ! 

We  await  with  interest  the  Chester  exposition  of 
their  case  for  making  area  health  authorities  the 
employers  of  preregistration  pharmacy  graduates,  to 
enable  private  contractors  to  offer  places  for  them  to 
gain  experience.  It  may  indeed  provide  the  answer  to 
this  problem,  and  could  certainly  permit  a  breadth  of 
experience  not  otherwise  attainable.  But  it  could  be  a 
step  towards  a  totally  salaried  service  for  the 
profession  if  the  NHS  becomes  too  much  a  direct  and 
irreplaceable  part  of  professional  training. 

On  one  side  of  the  "iron  curtain",  a  98  per  cent 
electoral  vote  in  favour  of  the  powers  that  be  may 
regarded  almost  as  failure.  However,  it  is  axiomatic 
that  in  a  democracy  the  individual  has  a  right  not  to 
vote — without  courting  disaster.  The  democrat  is,  of 
course,  ill-advised  not  to  exercise  his  vote,  for  he 
forfeits  thereby  the  right  to  complain  about  the 
government  he  gets  or  its  decisions. 

So  we  again  await  the  Wembley  branch 
explanation  of  why  all  practising  pharmacists  should 
be  required  to  attend  at  least  two  branch  meetings  a 
year.  What  are  to  be  the  sanctions?  Unless  there  is  to 
be  a  sanction,  the  Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional 
Conduct  (which  it  is  proposed  should  include  the 
requirement)  might  be  brought  to  a  state  of  ridicule 
and  some  of  its  more  essential  strictures  ignored. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  the  question  of  how  many 
branches  backed  which  of  the  motions  on  the  agenda. 
It  would  be  informative  to  know  also  how  many 
members  supported  the  motions  at  branch  level.  But 
we  hope  never  to  see  the  day  when  there  is  a  "three- 
line  whip"  out  to  ensure  that  support  or  otherwise 
is  forthcoming  ! 


Post  Scripts 

Pharmaceutical  antiques — in  the  language  of 
the  market — have  become  firmer,  a  situation 
that  is  not  unexpected  in  the  current  infla- 
tionary trend.  It  is  also  underlined  in  an 
interesting  article  by  Mrs  Agnes  Lothian 
Short  in  a  recent  Boots  News  describing 
some  specie  and  apothecary  jars  in  the  Boots 
collection. 

She  begins  by  referring  to  the  earliest 
apothecary  ware  in  the  museum,  a  set  of 
English  Delft  drug  jars  dating  from  the 
second  half  of  the  17th  century. 

Later,  Mrs  Short  deals  with  some  specie 


jars  and  the  fact  that  in  the  middle  of  the 
19th  century,  Solomon  Maw  of  London 
advertised  "glass  show  jars  for  the  window, 
elegantly  labelled  inside  with  the  Royal 
Arms,  Crown  and  various  ornamental  de- 
vices". Seven  of  these  large  decorative  jars 
greet  the  visitor  entering  the  foyer  of  the 
head  office,  Beeston.  Some  of  the  jars  were 
refurbished  by  craftsmen  in  the  shopfitting 
department  of  the  Boots  organisation. 

The  inflation  comment  arises  from  the 
foreword  to  the  article  by  Donald  Sparshott, 
former  chief  pharmacy  superintendent,  Boots, 
and  now  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  in  which  he  says: 
"In  order  to  collect  and  preserve  valuable 
antiques  from  businesses  purchased  by  the 


company,  the  late  Lord  Trent  asked  me  in 
the  forties  to  collect  what  I  could  of  this 
material  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical museum.  At  that  time  we  were 
offered  by  a  firm  in  Lancashire  a  collection 
of  Delft  ware,  some  of  which  Mrs  Short  has 
detailed  below,  which  I  purchased  for  the 
company  at  £4  each!  This  formed  the 
nucleus  of  Boots  collection  which  has  been 
added  to  from  time  to  time  and  now  includes 
items  of  pharmaceutical  interest  which  are 
rapidly  becoming  obsolescent." 

Delft  ware,  even  mediocre  examples,  are 
now  likely  to  cost  something  in  the  region  of 
10  times  the  figure  quoted  by  Mr  Sparshott 
and  examples  of  specie  jars  are  being  quoted 
at  100  guineas  a  pair. 
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Ken  Rutter  joins 
Unichem  board 

Mr  K.  R.  Rutter,  FPS,  a  member  of  the 
board  of  UniChem  (Northern)  for  nine 
years,  has  been  appointed  to  the  main 
board  of  Unichem. 

Mr  Rutter  is  a  member  and  past  chair- 
man of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
Executive,  a  member  of  the  Central  NHS 
Contractors  Committee  and  is  past  chair- 
man of  the  Leeds  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee and  a  past  chairman  of  his  local 
branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  NPU. 

While  chairman  of  the  NPU  Executive 
he  visited  the  Continent  to  examine  phar-

macy  in  Europe  and  to  prepare  a  report 
on  the  implications  of  the  Common  Mar- 
ket on  the  profession  in  the  UK.  He  also 
represents  the  NPU  on  the  Retail  Alliance. 

He  has  regularly  played  an  advisory 
role  to  various  organisations  on  a  number 
of  aspects  relating  to  retail  pharmacy  in- 
cluding the  effects  of  decimalisation  and 
value  added  tax. 

Unichem  fake  advice 

The  UniChem  board  has  approved  a  plan 
to  create  regional  consultative  committees, 
probably  meeting  quarterly  and  comprising 
pharmacist  members,  depot  managers  and 
representatives  from  the  UniChem  executive 
staff  at  Crown  House.  Each  committee  will 
be  chaired  by  a  non-executive  Unichem 
director. 

The  aim  is  for  the  committees  to  act  as 
"sounding  boards",  advising  the  main  board 
on  ways  and  means  of  maintaining  and 
improving  the  UniChem  service. 

Announcing  the  new  administration  plan, 
Peter  Dodd,  UniChem's  managing  director, 
said:  "We  have  felt  aware  for  some  time  of 
the  need  for  creating  greater  participation 


by  members  in  the  future  development  of 
UniChem.  We  shall  look  to  them  for  prac- 
tical ideas  reflecting  the  needs  of  the  inde- 
pendent pharmacist  and  at  the  same  time 
they  will  act  as  a  "sounding  board"  and  a 
vital  means  of  communication. 

Initially  there  will  be  three  regional  com- 
mittees:—  1.  North:  Leeds  and  Sheffield 
depots;  2.  Midlands  and  Wales:  Nuneaton, 
Preston  and  Swansea  depots;  3.  South: 
Kingston,  Walthamstow,  Willesden  and 
Croydon  depots. 

The  first  will  be  the  North  and  is  expected 
to  be  operative  by  the  end  of  March.  The 
formation  of  the  other  two  committees  will 
take  place  within  the  next  three  months,  or 
sooner  if  possible. 

On  each  of  the  regional  committees  there 
will  be  two  UniChem  members  representing 
each  of  the  depots  involved.  The  normal 
term  of  service  on  a  committee  will  be  two 
years,  with  half  the  members  retiring  each 
year.  Half  of  the  members  first  appointed 
will  therefore  serve  for  only  one  year,  but 
will  be  eligible  to  serve  again  after  an  interval 
of  one  year. 

The  emphasis  will,  however,  be  on  giving 
as  wide  a  cross-section  of  members  as  pos- 
sible an  opportunity  to  serve  on  the  regional 
committees,  with  new  blood  bringing  a 
steady  stream  of  new  ideas  and  fresh  thinking. 

Ancient  pharmacy  window 
for  Chesterfield  museum 

In  connection  with  plans  for  redevelop- 
ment in  the  centre  of  Chesterfield,  the 
former  pharmacy  of  A.  Greaves  &  Son  at 
35  Market  Place  is  to  be  demolished.  It 
was  built  centuries  ago  and  a  feature  of 
the  building  is  a  one-piece  window  with 
about  100  separate  panes  of  glass  which, 
to  avoid  the  1695  window  tax,  was  con- 
structed so  that  it  stretched  from  the  street 
level  right  up  to  the  roof.  The  window  is 
to  be  removed  and  temporarily  stored  so 
that  it  can  be  displayed  in  a  museum  which 
will  eventually  be  opened  in  Chesterfield. 
The  building  could  well  have  been  a 
pharmacy  when  it  was  first  erected,  with 
living  quarters  above  for  the  apothecaries 
who  then  ran  the  business. 

'Established'  versus 
'new'  brand  names 

A  "new"  brand  name  is  less  important  to 
success  in  the  health  and  beauty  market 
than  in  the  food  products  market,  a  survey 
carried  out  by  A.  C.  Nielsen  Co  Ltd,  has 
revealed. 

The  latest  Nielsen  Researcher  has  com- 
pared 26  brands  in  each  of  these  sectors, 
13  launched  with  a  "new  name"  and  13 
under  an  established  brand  name.  The  aim 
is  to  assist  the  marketing  manager  having 
to  decide  between  the  two  approaches  when 
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his  existing  brand  is  "getting  out-of-date' 
(working  on  the  maxim:  It  is  better  to  com 
pete  with  yourself  before  your  competito 
does  it  for  you!). 

In  foods,  it  was  found  that  best  "nevfl 
name"  brand  reached  35  per  cent  of  it 
market  after  two  years,  the  next  33  per  cent 
with  a  "median"  share  of  14  per  cent.  Fo 
"established  name"  brands,  the  top  tw( 
were  33  and  23  per  cent,  with  a  median  a 
7-6  per  cent. 

These  results  were  less  clear  cut  in  th 
case  of  health  and  beauty  products  where 
although  "new  names"  scored  at  the  top  o 
the  scale,  th.  median  values  were  8.8  pe 
cent  and  8-2  per  cent  lor  new  and  estabhshec 
names,  respectively.  "The  result  could  fairlj 
be  called  a  draw"  say  Nielsen. 

Comparing  market  share  achieved  wit! 
advertising  expenditure,  the  Researcher  find; 
little  difference  between  the  "cost  ratios' 
for  the  two  categories.  It  is  concluded  tha 
there  is  no  evidence  to  snow  tnat  establishec 
brand  names  are  "pre-sold". 

Generally  tne  market  snare  acnieved  b) 
the  established  names  was  less  than  that  oi 
tne  new  names,  but  so  was  the  advertising 
expenditure.  Nielsen  question  whether  tht 
"gearing  up"  of  the  total  marketing  effori 
behind  a  new  name  brand  may  not  be  th< 
key  to  the  difference  in  performance. 

Try  IMPU  insurance 
schemes' 

Private  insurance  schemes  could  be  much 
Detter  than  the  state  insurance  scheme 
coming  into  effect  in  1975,  said  Mr  Gan- 
dar,  assistant  secretary,  Chemist  Mutual 
insurance  Society. 

Speaking  at  the  Bournemouth  and  East 
Dorset  branch  of  the  NPU,  Mr  Gandar 
said  he  saw  nothing  wrong  with  the  State 
scheme  but  advised  members,  particularly 
directors  of  limited  companies  and  staff 
of  long  standing,  to  obtain  details  of  NPU 
sponsored  schemes  before  becoming  com- 
mited  to  any  other.  The  State  scheme  will 
be  compulsory  for  every  employee  unless 
an  approved  scheme  is  taken  out  in  ad- 
vance and  will  take  4  per  cent  of  pay  roll 
against  per  cent  or  more  for  a  private 
scheme. 

Earlier,  Mr  Gandar  spoke  on  whole  life 
policies  which  are  payable  on  death  and 
provide  the  maximum  benefit  for  widows 
and  dependants.  A  "with  profits"  policy 
can  double  the  total  payable,  he  said. 
Provisions  for  death  duties  can  be  made 
under  the  Married  Women's  Property  Act 
and  similar  provisions  can  cover  the  sur- 
vivor of  a  business  partnership. 

For  a  young  man  Mr  Gandar  recom- 
mended a  family  income  policy  providing 
a  pension  for  a  widow  for,  say,  12  years  to 
cover  a  period  when  children  are  growing 
up.  Older  men  can  benefit  from  pension 
schemes,  the  premiums  being  allowable 
against  income  tax.

A  spokesman  for  the  Federation  said 
on  Monday  that  most  glass  manufacturers 
have  about  three  days'  supply  of  soda 
ash.  How  production  is  cut  will  depend 
on  the  individual  manufacturers  who  will 
probably  cut  out  a  size  or  range  of  bottles 
completely.

Fair  Trading  action  to 

The  Office  of  Fair  Trading  is  seeking  the 
views  of  interested  organisations  concerning 
possible  new  measures  to  protect  consumers. 
A  letter  has  been  sent  to  about  40  organisa- 
tions whose  views  will  be  taken  into  account 
before  deciding  whether  to  submit  proposals 
for  action  to  the  Consumer  Protection  Ad- 
visory Committee  which  the  Government  set 
up  under  the  Fair  Trading  Act. 

The  first  of  these  proposals  relates  to 
notices  and  documents  which  may  mislead 
consumers  about  their  basic  rights  when 
buying  goods,  and  advocates  control  of 
notices  such  as  "No  articles  exchanged  or 
money  refunded"  which  are  still  displayed 
by  some  shops  despite  the  provisions  of  the 
Supply  of  Goods  (  Implied  Terms)  Act  1973 
which  gives  the  consumer  the  right  to  goods 
of  merchantable  quality.  Documents  which 
refer  to  the  consumers'  rights  under  a  trans- 
action or  under  a  manufacturers  guarantee 
would  have  to  explian  that,  whatever  the 
document  may  say,  the  consumer  has  certain 
rights  against  the  person  who  supplied  him 
and  these  rights  cannot  be  taken  away. 

The  second  proposal  is  concerned  with  the

Five  of  the  closures  were  in  London,  25  in 
the  rest  of  England,  and  four  in  Scotland.

protection  of  consumers  who  have  paid  a 
deposit  when  placing  an  order  for  goods 
which  are  to  be  delivered  in  the  future.  In 
the  case  of  mail  orders,  traders  would  either 
have  to  give  a  date  by  which  the  goods  would 
be  delivered,  or  dispatch  the  goods  within 
seven  days  of  receiving  the  order.  With  shop 
purchases  involving  deposits  or  prepayments 
of  more  than  a  fixed  amount,  the  shopkeeper 
would  have  to  state  a  delivery  date.  In  either 
case  if  the  trader  failed  to  dispatch  the  goods 
on  time  he  would  be  obliged  to  give  the 
consumer  a  refund. 

After  he  has  received  the  views  of  the 
organisations  concerned  the  Director 
General  will  consider  them  together  with 
any  other  evidence  in  his  possession  and 
will  decide  whether  to  refer  the  practices 
in  question  to  the  CP  AC.  Any  references 
made  to  the  CP  AC  will  be  published  and 
will  be  accompanied  by  a  detailed  dossier 
setting  out  information  about  the  practices 
referred,  the  views  of  interested  organisa- 
tions, the  reasons  why  a  reference  was 
thought  necessary  and  proposals  for  pro- 
tecting the  consumer  against  the  practice. 
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Report  finds  more  going  to 
Boots  for  cosmetics 


A  survey  of  the  usage  of  cosmetics  and 
toiletries  carried  out  in  the  second  half  of 
1973  shows  that  in  a  large  number  of  product 
fields  more  and  more  women  claim  to  have 
made  their  last  purchase  at  Boots.  For  in- 
stance in  hair  preparations  a  larger  per- 
centage claimed  to  have  bought  from  the 
multiple  than  from  the  whole  of  the  other 
chemists  together.

The  same  differential  between  Boots  and 
other  chemists  appears  in  other  cosmetic 
toiletries  but  here  the  total  share  of  the 
market  is  reduced  by  virtue  of  the  entry  of 
the  direct-selling  agent.  In  talcum  sales  for 
instance  direct  selling  accounted  for  23  per 
cent — almost  the  same  as  Boots  (24  per  cent) 
while  other  chemists  accounted  for  13  per 
cent. 

Non-chemist  participation  in  the  form  of 
the  grocer-supermarket  was  particularly 
strong  in  the  toothpaste  market  with  a  38- 
per-cent  stake;  that  was  nearly  equal  to  the 
whole  of  the  chemists  (39  per  cent). 

On  the  actual  trends  in  product  usage  the 
main  changes  affected  eye  shadows,  face 
powders,  deodorants  and  hair  sprays. 

Eye  shadows  usage  up 

Eye  shadows  are  almost  alone  among  pro- 
ducts with  an  upward  trend  in  usership, 
usage  increasing  from  55  per  cent  of  women 
in  1971-72  to  a  current  figure  of  59  per  cent. 

Otherwise  trends  are  by  and  large  distinctly 
downwards.  Fewer  women  are  going  for 
deodorants,  and  fewer  still  for  face  powders 
and  hair  sprays.  In  fact  conventional  deo- 
dorants have  decreased  in  usership  from 
75  per  cent  to  72  per  cent,  and  vaginal 
deodorants  from  19  per  cent  a  year  ago  to 
11  per  cent.  Again  combined  face  powders 
usership  shows  a  drop  from  52  per  cent  of 
women  last  year  to  43  per  cent. 

The  market  for  hair  sprays  has  declined 
from  60  per  cent  of  women  using  them  in  the 
second  half  of  1972,  to  53  per  cent,  even 
though  the  percentage  of  those  using  hair 
sprays  more  than  three  or  four  times  a  week 
has  slightly  increased.

Franco-British  Congress 
cancelled 

The  1974  Congress  of  the  Franco-British 
Pharmaceutical  Federation,  which  was  to 
have  been  held  at  Aviemore  June  8-10 
has  been  cancelled  at  the  request  of  the 
French  section.  The  cancellation  was  due 
to  a  drastic  surcharge  on  the  originally- 
estimated  cost  of  air  transport  from  Paris 
as  a  result  of  the  world  shortage  of  avia- 
tion fuel.  This  would  have  increased  the 
inclusive  ticket  cost  for  the  French  to  a 
level  which  would  not  have  been  attractive 
to  their  members. 

Bring  a  bottle 

Fife  pharmacists,  A.  Robertson  &  Son, 
Douglas  Street,  Dunfermline,  should  have 
no  difficulty  in  getting  customers  to  bring 
in  used  bottles  during  the  glass  shortage. 
Just  beside  their  front  door  is  a  cartoon 
showing  a  pharmacist  threatening  a  cus- 
tomer with  "'You'll  have  to  come  in  three 
times  a  day  if  you  don't  bring  a  bottle." 


Unused  drugs  collection 

Pharmacists  throughout  the  Isle  of  Wight 
together  with  the  local  police,  health 
authority  and  drug  dependency  committee 
are  organising  a  campaign  to  urge  the 
public  to  return  all  unwanted  medicines 
and  chemicals  to  their  pharmacist.  Th 
campaign  runs  March  18  to  April  1. 

More  power  for  FDA  sought 

Greater  controls  on  food  processing  which 
could  also  apply  to  drugs  and  cosmetics 
are  sought  by  the  US  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

The  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act 
amendments  1974,  recently  submitted  to 
Congress,  would  give  wider  powers  of  fac 
tory  inspection  and  would  require  firms  to 
send  regular  reports  to  the  FDA,  also  noti 
fying  them  on  discovery  that  any  food 
drug  or  cosmetic  distributed  presents 
health  hazard. 

The  amendments  would  require  the  quan 
tity  of  active  ingredients  in  non  prescription 
drugs  to  be  stated  on  the  labels,  make 
registration  of  foreign  drug  houses  manda 
tory  rather  than  optional  and  make  export  o 
uncertified  human  antibiotics  illegal. 

Vacation  industry  study 
for  US  pharmacy  students 

Pharmacy  students  in  the  US  took  part 
in  a  pilot  summer  intern  programme  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  last  year  accord 
ing  to  SAPhA  News. 

Initiated  by  the  US  National  Pharma 
ceutical  Council  and  the  Student  American 
Pharmaceutical    Association,     the  pro^ 
gramme  is  designed  to  add  to  the  students' 
knowledge  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
and  to  supplement  training  received 
other  types  of  pharmacy  practices.  It  is  in 
tended  as  a  learning  experience  —  not 
summer  employment  —  and  participating 
students  are  shown  many  aspects  of  the 
industry. 


Guild  backs  area  advi 

The  council  of  the  Guild  of  Hospital 
pharmacists  has  agreed  that  it  should  now 
actively  encourage  members  to  proceed 
with  the  appointment  of  Area  Hospital 
Advisory  Committees  under  the  new  NHS 
and  that  these  committees  should  make 
nominations  to  the  Area  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  as  soon  as  possible.  Any  dis- 
trict member  or  branch  secretary  who  was 
in  difficulty  because  Noel  Hall  had  not 
been  fully  implemented  and  as  a  conse- 
quence the  local  members  had  problems 
in  exactly  meeting  the  recommended  con- 
stitution should  consult  with  the  honorary 
general  secretary. 

The  treasurer  reported  to  the  February 
council  meeting  an  anticipated  deficit  of 
approximately  £4,500,  subject  to  audit. 

It  was  agreed  that  Miss  J.  Greenleaf 
and  Mr  C.  Hetherington  should  represent 
the  Guild  at  the  annual  meeting  of  Euro- 
pean hospital  pharmacists  in  Siena  at  the 
end  of  April.  A  third  member  may  join 
them  (since  the  Guild  has  three  votes)  but 
council  felt  that  only  two  should  receive 
expenses.

Saturday  in  future.  It  was  felt  that  this 
may  be  one  way  of  encouraging  junior 
staff  to  become  members  of  the  council 

It  was  brought  to  council's  attention  that 
the  insurance  premium  had  been  increased 
and  also  that  the  present  policy  only  pro 
tected  hospital  pharmacists  for  errors  in 
compounding.  Mr  Mott  and  Mr  Peattie 
were  instructed  to  begin  discussions  to 
obtain  a  new  policy  or  endorsements  which 
would  include  other  services  such  as  in- 
formation and  quality  assurance  which 
hospital  pharmacists  now  provide  and) 
which  could  be  subject  to  litigation. 

The  council  decided  to  put  the  proposal 
that  an  elected  hospital  practice  subcom- 
mittee within  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  a  postal  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Guild.  The  president  explained  that  a  vote 
was  not  constitutionally  required  because 
the  Society  could  set  up  such  a  group  at 
any  time.  However,  neither  the  Society 
nor  the  Guild  council  would  wish  to  pro- 
ceed unless  they  could  be  sure  that  such  a 
group  had  the  full  backing  of  the  Guild 
membership.  A  new  edition  of  the  adverse 
drug  reaction  booklet  will  shortly  be 
available.

Topical  reflections

Curiosity 


I  came  across  a  curiosity  the  other  day.  It  is  a  little  notebook  dating  back 
some  1 50  years  at  its  earliest  and  the  entries,  in  different  handwritings, 
cover  about  half  a  century.  Who  the  orginal  owner  was,  or  his  successor, 
I  have  no  means  of  knowing — and  where  I  picked  it  up  I  now  have  no 
recollection.  But  I  have  found  it  again  and  have  been  grateful  to  it  for 
providing  a  pleasing  alternative  to  the  incessant  bickering  of  the  past 
week  or  two.  It  has  occupied  me  to  the  total  exclusion  of  the  "party 
leaders  in  each  street,  maintaining  with  no  little  heat  their  various 
opinions". 

Recipes 

Not  that  all  of  it  is  completely  detached  from  some  of  our  problems  of 
today.  The  book  was  at  one  time,  it  seems  obvious,  the  property  of  a 
druggist.  It  contains  a  number  of  recipes  and  a  few  medical  prescriptions 
written  with  a  facility  that  betokens  more  than  a  passing  acquaintance 
with  the  subject.  If  only  the  author  had  taken  the  trouble  to  inscribe  his 
name  and  address  on  the  cover.  On  one  page  is  a  formula  for  Dr  Gregory's 
Powder,  both  in  Latin  and  English,  and  pasted  on  to  the  same  page  is  a 
prescription  initialled  "J.H.",  which  suggests  James  Hamilton,  never  very 
far  away  from  Gregory. 

The  prescription  is  for  a  mixture  consisting  of  super-carbonate  of 
potash,  peppermint  water  and  compound  tincture  of  gentian,  while 
Sir  Astley  Cooper  used  a  mixture  of  camphorated  spirit  of  wine  and  liquid 
subacetate  of  lead  for  chilblains.  Some  of  the  entries  go  as  far  back  as  1828. 

Then  there  is  a  fascinating  newspaper  cutting  from  an  unknown  source 
which  reads :  "Take  a  silk  handkerchief,  and  spreading  it  on  the  ground, 
place  a  hat  on  the  centre  with  the  crown  upwards  in  the  ordinary  position 
of  wearing,  and  gather  up  the  corners,  giving  them  a  twist  to  keep  them  ] 
more  securely  together.  The  person  may  then  venture  into  the  water 
without  being  in  any  fear  of  the  .  .  ."  and  there  the  cutting  ends.  Fear  of 
what  ?  Jellyfish  ?  Sharks  ?  Drowning  ?  Who  knows  ? 

Food  prices 

There  is  also  a  preparation  known  as  Russell's  Antiobesity,  part  of  which 
seems  to  be  written  in  Babylonic  cuneiform.  But  the  owner  of  the  book 
had  wide  interests,  and  he  has  carefully  cut  three  recipes  from  the 
correspondence  columns  of  a  newspaper.  The  author  of  the  letters  writes 
from  The  Reform  Club,  in  the  month  of  February,  1847.  He  signs  himself 
A.  Soyer,  and  he  heads  one  of  his  epistles  "Soyer's  Cheap  Soup  for  the 
Labouring  Class  and  Poor".  He  gives  the  astonishing  information  that  one 
hundred  gallons  of  the  soup  will  cost  under  £1  and  says  of  one  of  the 
three  soups  mentioned  that  it  has  been  tasted  by  numerous  noblemen  and 
members  of  Parliament,  besides  several  ladies,  who  have  found  it  very 
good  and  nourishing. 

So  it  seems  that  1 25  years  ago  the  question  of  food  prices  was 
engaging  the  attention  of  members  of  Parliament — as  well  it  might,  in  the 
wake  of  the  potato  famines.  But  Mr  Soyer  is  a  public  benefactor.  He 
writes :  "Having  promised  to  make  my  receipts  public  for  the  benefit  of  the 
labouring  classes,  I  think  that  a  man  could  treat  his  family  once  a  week  to 
a  food  called  potato  soup,  each  member  of  it  who  had  previously  fed  on 
that  root  and  is  now  nearly  deprived  of  that  food  would  worship  the  day 
of  the  week  when  such  a  luxury  should  be  displayed  on  his  humble  table." 
Strange  items  find  their  way  into  a  druggist's  recipe  book !

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Under  an  African  sun 

A  personal  view  of  pharmacy  in  Zambia  by  B.  Hynam,  BPharm,  PhD 


There  must  be  many  people  who  are 
spending  these  dark  evenings,  perhaps  by 
candlelight,  scanning  the  relevant  journals 
for  jobs  that  appeal  to  our  more  basic 
needs  of  physical  comfort.  Few  pharma- 
cists who  have  been  stricken  by  desires  to 
escape  from  this  often  cold  and  crowded 
island  could  have  failed  to  notice  the 
advertisements  for  "Zambia  in  the  sun." 
Having  just  returned  from  Zambia  I  am 
feeling  dazed  by  the  multitude  of  current 
crises;  perhaps  I  should  have  waited  under 
an  African  sun  for  this  winter  to  pass. 

The  pharmacist  is  fortunate  in  that  his 
services  are  required  in  many  countries. 
Zambia  is  no  exception  where  British 
qualified  staff  are  at  a  premium.  There 
are  many  posts  available  in  both  retail  and 
hospitals  and  although  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  is  in  an  embryonic  state,  con- 
siderable growth  is  planned. 

I  was  involved  with  the  training  of  phar- 
macy technicians  in  Lusaka.  There  is  no 
school  of  pharmacy  in  East  Africa  so 
Kenyans,  Zambians,  Tanzanians  or  Ugan- 
dans must  study  abroad  if  they  wish  to 
become  qualified  in  pharmacy.  In  Zambia 
the  situation  is  particularly  difficult  as  the 
secondary  schools  offer  education  only  up 
to  "O"  level  standard  and  many  schools 
of  pharmacy  require  "A"  levels  for  entry. 
At  the  University  of  Zambia  courses  in 
medicine  are  available  with  "O"  level 
entry  leading  to  a  degree  of  comparable 
UK  standard  but  plans  for  a  school  of 
pharmacy  have  been  repeatedly  post- 
poned, mainly  through  lack  of  funds.  As 
a  result  there  are  only  about  four  Zam- 
bian  pharmacists  and  a  similar  number 
training  in  Russia,  India  or  Ghana. 

In  our  pharmacy  technician  course  we 
attempted  to  train  Zambians  to  take  over 
many  of  the  jobs  done  by  the  pharmacist, 
thereby  releasing  him  or  her  for  more  pro- 
fessional duties.  Students  came  straight 
from  school,  the  minimum  entry  require- 


ments being  three  "O"  levels.  The  course 
was  full  time  with  18  months  at  a  college 
and  18  months'  "pre-registration"  training 
in  either  a  retail  or  hospital  pharmacy.  The 
standards  we  achieved  were  encouraging 
considering  the  conditions  we  had  to  work 
under.  We  had  to  accommodate  16 
students  in  a  fairly  small  laboratory  and 
we  were  continually  faced  with  shortages 
of  basic  equipment  and  suitably  qualified 
teaching  staff.  It  frequently  took  a  year  to 
replace  such  simple  apparatus  as  beakers 
and  funnels  —  the  problem  seemed  to  be 
shortage  of  funds. 

Greater  responsibilities 

Pharmacy  practice  in  Zambia  is  similar 
to  that  in  Britain  although  many  jobs  car- 
ried out  by  pharmacists  in  Britain  are 
often  done  in  Zambia  by  pharmacy  tech- 
nicians or  even  less  qualified  staff  because 
of  the  shortage  of  pharmacists.  Many 
British  pharmacists  would  roll  their  eyes 
in  horror  at  the  responsibility  some  of  our 
ex-students  have  been  given,  particularly 
in  hospitals.  Even  so,  many  of  our  students 
considered  themselves  "overtrained"  or 
"underused",  a  phenomenon  not  unknown 
in  Britain.  Technicians  were  responsible 
for  the  manufacture  of  ointments  and 
simple  mixtures  and  much  of  their  dispen- 
sing was  unsupervised  by  qualified  phar- 
macists. Lack  of  time  made  checking 
everything  impossible. 

The  register  for  practising  pharmacists 
is  controlled  by  the  Medical  Council. 
British  registered  pharmacists  may  register 
immediately;  those  with  a  degree  but  not 
registered  must  work  for  a  year  first.  The 
population  of  about  five  million  is  served 
by  some  120  pharmacists,  mostly  in  the 
large  towns.  Vast  areas  of  the  country  are 
without  shops  of  any  kind. 

Most  retail  pharmacies  are  privately 
owned  but  the  Zambians  are  wary  of  let- 
ting foreigners  buy  their  own  businesses. 


British  pharmacists  usually  work  in  Zam- 
bia on  a  contract  basis  for  2-3  years.  A 
general  practice  pharmacist  with  no  pre- 
vious experience  can  earn  £3,200  per 
annum  together  with  a  free  house,  free 
electricity  and  water,  a  free  car  or  car 
allowance  and  a  25  per  cent  gratuity  on 
leaving  the  country  if  he  stays  to  the  end 
of  the  contract.  All  the  gratuity  and  a 
third  of  the  salary  may  be  taken  out  of  the 
country.  British  employees  of  the  Zambian 
government,  ie  in  hospitals  or  teaching, 
are  paid  £600-£l,000  in  Britain  per  year 
tax  free  by  the  British  government,  in 
addition  to  salary. 

Hospital  work  is  similar  to  that  in  Bri- 
tain but  all  sterile  preparations  are  im- 
ported. There  are  only  two  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  firms.  Many  of  the  larger 
international  companies  have  representa- 
tives in  Zambia  but  most  drugs  are  im- 
ported. The  laws  controlling  dispensing 
and  sale  of  drugs  are  similar  to  those  in 
Britain,  although  I  believe  there  is  only 
one  pharmacy  inspector  for  the  whole 
country. 

After  leaving  Nottingham  University  Dr 
Hynam  worked  in  industry  and  then 
taught  in  Zambia.  He  is  now  completing 
his  pre-registration  year  at  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

Apart  from  the  manpower  shortage  one 
of  the  greatest  problems  facing  a  pharma- 
cist in  Zambia  is  one  of  supplies.  The  im- 
port regulations  are  complicated  and  this 
land-locked  country  is  4,000  miles  from 
the  important  manufacturing  houses.  No 
goods  may  be  imported  through  Rhodesia 
from  South  Africa.  Goods  coming  from 
Europe  spend  a  long  time  at  sea  followed 
by  a  1,000  mile  railway  journey  during 
which  pilfering  may  take  place  or  the 
goods  get  lost. 

Medical  treatment  is  usually  private, 
even  for  the  Zambians.  They  pay  about 
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1  for  a  consultation  plus  the  full  cost  of 
liny  drugs.  Hospital  outpatient  treatment  is 
>ee  but  queuing  lines  are  long  and 
:acilities  not  always  up  to  the  same  stan- 
dard as  in  Britain,  for  example  a  friend  of 
nine  had  a  baby  in  a  maternity  hospital 
.vhich  had  no  nappies!  There  are  medical 
lid  schemes  for  better  treatment  if  you 
)refer  to  pay. 

Malnutrition  is  widespread  among  the 
Zambians,  many  of  whom  still  exist 
nainly  on  "mealie  meal".  As  a  result  there 
s  a  high  demand  for  vitamin  preparations. 
Malaria  occurs  in  the  low-lying  areas,  al- 
hough  it  is  fairly  uncommon  in  Lusaka 
vhich  is  5,000ft  above  sea  level.  Surpris- 
ngly,  measles  has  a  high  mortality  rate 
imong  Africans,  the  deaths  resulting  from 
secondary  infections.  The  Zambians  fre- 
uaently  prefer  a  visit  to  a  herbalist  rather 
han  a  doctor  yet  when  they  do  put  their 
■aith  in  European  medicine,  injections  are 
)ften  preferred  to  other  forms  of  treat- 
nent,  possibly  because  injections  are  more 
gainful. 

The  pharmaceutical  opportunities  in 
Zambia  are  no  better  than  in  many  other 
.ountries.  The  attraction  of  the  country 
ies  more  in  the  new  experiences  to  be 
;ained.  The  cost  of  living  is  higher  than 
n  Britain  but  you  seem  to  spend  less  as 
he  social  life  centres  around  home  enter- 
aining  and  lounging  by  the  swimming 
iool.  The  theatre  is  almost  non-existent  — 
there  is  but  one  amateur  group  in  the 
:apital  —  and  good  films  are  scarce. 

Snakes  in  the  bathroom 

The  bad  things?  When  you  first  arrive 
jeople  delight  in  telling  you  about  the 
nakes  in  the  bathrooms,  spiders  that  chase 
^ou,  the  cockroaches  and  the  burglars. 
The  barbed-wire-topped  security  fences 
ind  armies  of  security  guards  make  you 
eel  nervous  at  first,  particularly  when  you 
earn  that  a  friend  sleeps  with  a  loaded 
gun  under  his  pillow.  Because  of  the  lack 
If  public  transport  you  are  totally  depen- 
lent  on  your  car  which  is  likely  to  be 
tolen  unless  you  go  in  for  elaborate 
ecurity  devices.  There  are  other  frustra- 
ions  such  as  periodic  shortages  of  neces- 
ities,  lack  of  choice  in  the  shops  and  the 
vails  of  red  tape  and  bureaucracy  that 
eem  to  surround  simple  actions. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  aspects  of 
Gambia    is    its    multinational  character. 

here  is  much  to  be  gained  by  socialising 
Lvith  people  from  all  over  the  world  and 
much  to  discover  about  the  Zambians 
whether  they  belong  to  the  new  Mercedes 
ribe  or  whether  they  prefer  to  spend  life 
itting  on  the  sun  baked  earth  outside  a 
bleached  grass  hut.  If  you  want  to  do  your 
Livingstone  bit  tramping  through  the  bush 
here  is  plenty  around.  You  may  prefer 
he  more  traditional  colonial  life  of  sipping 
.old  beers  under  a  tropical  moon,  listening 
o  the  crickets  around  the  banana  trees 
ind  the  steaks  spitting  on  the  charcoal. 

Most  of  Zambia  is  unspoiled  by  man. 
X  has  the  Victoria  Falls,  game  parks, 
akes  to  swim  in  and  rivers  like  the  Zam- 
besi to  fish  in,  although  it  pays  to  be  wary 
}f  the  hippos.  And  the  weather?  Well,  it 
s  good,  almost  boringly  good.  I  do  not 
hink  anyone  would  be  disappointed  in 
hat  aspect  of  Zambia,  unless,  like  me,  you 
start  to  miss  the  fog  and  the  frost  and  the 
imes  you  had  to  put  an  overcoat  on  to 
eep  warm.  .  .  .

They  can  neither  be  slipped  off  nor  re- 
expanded  for  unauthorised  removal  and 
because  of  the  thin  material  used,  the 
various  tear-off  devices  which  are  now 
available  to  customers  are  effective  and 
reliable. 

The  plastic  foil  closures  are  available 
in  a  wide  range  of  standard  colours  and 
special  requirements  can  generally  be  met. 
They  can  carry  gravure  printing  in  up 
to  three  colours  and  logos  or  designs  can 
be  embossed  in  the  caps  of  complete  clo- 
sures.

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Time  to  test  the 
dispensing  doctors 

May  I  offer  wholehearted  support  to  Mr 
D.  L.  Coleman  in  his  proposal  that  Local 
Area  Chemist  Contractors  Committees 
should  accept  the  proposed  drug  testing 
scheme  only  if  this  applies  equally  to 
"dispensing  doctors". 

In  Dorset  this  proposed  testing  scheme 
was  introduced  in  the  Family  Practitioner 
Committee  direct  without  the  usual  cour- 
tesy of  obtaining  first  the  views  of  the 
Area  Chemist  Contractors  Committee.  The 
two  pharmacists  on  the  FP  Committee 
left  the  other  members  in  no  doubt  what- 
ever of  their  feelings  both  as  regards  the 
drug  testing  scheme  and  the  hours  of  ser- 
vice proposals,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
other  area  committees  will  take  equally 
vigorous  action. 

The  problem  of  the  "dispensing  doc- 
tor" with  his  total  freedom  from  every 
kind  of  supervision  or  testing  is  clearly  the 
biggest  menace  to  pharmacy  today,  strik- 
ing as  it  does  at  the  very  roots  of  our 
profession.  Maybe  it  is  time  for  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  give 
its  attention  to  this  serious  threat  to  the 
very  existence  of  pharmacy  as  a  profes- 
sion, instead  of  to  the  persecution  of  its 
own  members  accused  of  minor  breaches 
of  the  code  of  ethics. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  Chesterfield 
Branch  has  a  motion  on  this  very  sub- 
ject for  discussion  at  the  next  Branch 
Representatives  meeting.  May  we  hope 
that  this  motion  will  not  only  be  carried 
by  the  meeting  but  implemented. 

No  doubt  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee,  of  which  Mr 
Coleman  is  a  member,  will  already  be 
giving  urgent  attention  to  this  matter,  par- 
ticularly as  Mr  Coleman,  a  new  recruit 
to  the  Committee,  has  now  been  re-elected 
for  a  further  four  years. 

Congratulations  Mr  Coleman  and  more 
power  to  your  elbow.

I  fully  support  the  suggestion  by  Mr  D.  L. 
Coleman  that  the  drug  testing  scheme 
should  apply  equally  to  dispensing  doctors, 
and  I  would  suggest  that  until  it  does 
apply  to  the  medical  profession,  pharma- 
cists should  refuse  to  operate  the  scheme. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  dispensing 
doctors  should  have  prescription  fees 
deducted  at  source,  instead  of  the  present 
arrangement,  whereby  a  cheque  is  for- 
warded by  the  doctor  for  the  amount 
collected.  Also,  that  the  dispensing  doc- 
tor conforms  to  the  new  regulation  regard- 
ing the  installation  of  a  safe  for  controlled 
drugs,  this  regulation  does  not  apply  to 
dispensing  doctors. 

It  is  also  time  that  the  question  of 
economics  was  brought  into  the  rural  dis- 
pensing   agreement.   Executive  Councils 


have  to  finance  three-quarters  of  the  cost 
of  salaries  and  premises  to  provide  doc- 
tors' dispensing  facilities.  This  is  a  ludi- 
crous situation  in  areas  of  the  country 
where  pharmaceutical  services  are  provid- 
ed by  these  Councils.  Cuts  are  to  be  made 
within  the  NHS,  yet  anomolies  of  this 
kind  continue,  and  many  rural  pharma- 
cieis  will  go  out  of  existence  if  this  prac- 
tice is  allowed  to  continue. 

I  note  that  the  general  practitioners  have 
refused  to  implement  the  directive  of  the 
Ministry  to  include  contraceptives  on  NHS 
prescriptions,  until  a  satisfactory  form  of 
remuneration  is  decided.  This  means  that 
patients  will  be  denied  supplies  of  the 
"pill"  for  a  cost  of  20p,  and  in  many 
instances  free  of  the  cost  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. Pharmacists  will  also  lose  prescrip- 
tions, and  renumeration  when  the  "pill" 
is  retailed  by  the  doctor.  It  is  surely  time 
that  pharmacists  took  a  leaf  out  of  the 
doctors'  book,  and  withheld  their  services 
to  achieve  their  rights  as  a  profession. 

The  consumer  association  has  now  de- 
cided to  investigate  the  supervision  of 
the  sale  of  drugs  in  pharmacies;  the  Asso- 
ciation should  also  investigate  the  super- 
vision of  dispensing  carried  out  in  doctors 
dispensaries.

For  fifty  years  I  have  heard 
the  cry,  and  still  hear  the  cry  "We  are 
pharmacists — only  the  Society  can  speak 
for  us,  fragmented  as  we  are". 

What  a  waste  of  resources  and  educa- 
tion when  we  are  looked  upon  as  the 
errand  boy  made  good,  or  classified  as  an 
untidy  super- store. 

We  cannot  live  in  the  past  and  the 
future  is  being  made.

This  will  elimi- 
nate my  profit  if  I  take  the  whole 
allowance  in  one  year,  and  I  shall 
therefore  lose  my  personal  reliefs. 
Must  I  claim  the  whole  relief  this 
way? 

No,  you  can,  when  you  make  the  claim, 
either  disclaim  the  first  year  allowances  or 
claim  some  proportion  other  than  100  per 
cent.  If  you  do  this,  the  claim  for  future 
years  becomes  25  per  cent  of  the  balance. 

//  we  take  in  a  new  partner  does 
this  affect  our  business  tax 
please? 

A  change  in  the  persons  carrying  on 
business  in  partnership  normally  leads  to 
the  business  being  treated  as  ceasing  at 
the  date  of  the  change  and  a  new  busi- 
ness being  started  on  that  date.  The  effect 
of  the  cessation  provisions  applying  is 
that  the  tax  assessments  are  adjusted  to 
the  actual  profits  of  the  year  for  the  year 
of  charge  and  succeeding  and  (possibly) 
preceding  two  years.  This  could  increase 
the  liabilities  considerably.  You  can  avoid 
this  consequence  if  all  the  partners  in 
both  the  old  and  the  new  firm  elect  with- 
in two  years  of  the  change  to  have  the 
business  treated  as  continuing  for  tax  pur- 
poses.

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OLIVE  OIL  SCARCE 

London,  February  26:  Olive  oil  on  the 
spot  has  shot  up  in  price  by  over  £200 
per  ton  following  a  continuation  of  the 
Dan  on  exports  by  Spain  and  by  the  with- 
drawal of  Tunisia  from  the  market. 

Dearer  among  essential  oils  were  citro- 
nella,  fennel,  rosemary  and  petitgrain. 
Arvensis  peppermint  continued  to  firm 
with  the  Chinese  variety  up  by  £100  kg. 
Some  Spanish  eucalyptus  oil  is  now  on 
offer  at  well  under  the  Chinese  quota- 
tions. Pennyroyal  was  also  on  offer  after 
an  absence  of  several  months. 

The  upward  price  trend  in  crude  drugs 
showed  no  signs  of  halting  during  the 
week  nor  was  there  any  improvement  in 
the  supply  position  of  many  items. 
Cloves  and  pimento  were  much  higher 
and  saffron  has  doubled  in  value.  Also 
dearer  were  Curocao  aloes,  Peru  balsam, 
kola  nuts,  lemon  peel  and  menthol. 

For  the  second  time  in  two  months 
opiates  have  been  increased  by  one  of 
the  leading  manufacturers.  Another 
maker  however  said  they  were  still  offer- 
ing at  the  previous  rates  but  it  will  be 
remembered  that  in  January  when  the 
same  situation  obtained  the  two 
schedules  were  in  line  after  a  few  weeks.
